• Turn off and unplug the printer before cleaning. Clean with a damp 
cloth only. Do not spill liquid on the printer. 

• Do not place the printer on an unstable surface or near a radiator or 
heating vent. Avoid areas subject to rapid changes in temperature and 
humidity or shock and vibrations. 

• Do not place the printer near a window or in direct sunlight. Bright 
light can interfere with the paper sensors, causing paper jams and related 
problems. 

• Keep the entire system away from potential sources of electromagnetic 
interference, such as loudspeakers or the base units of cordless 
telephones. 

• Place the printer on a flat surface. It will not operate properly if it is 
tilted or at an angle. 

• Do not block or cover the openings in the printer case or insert objects 
through the slots. 

• Use only the type of power source indicated on the label. 

• Connect all equipment to properly grounded power outlets. Avoid using 
outlets on the same circuit as photocopiers or air control systems that 
regularly switch on and off.

The ink cartridges that 
came with your printer 
include a special chip 
that causes the printer to 
initialize as the correct 
ink model. Make sure 
you install these ink 
cartridges when you 
set up the printer. 



Once you've assembled the printer, you're ready to finish setting it up. Even 
if you have no experience, you can easily complete this process. You should 
allow at least two hours so that you don't feel rushed. 

This chapter covers the following information: 

• Installing the ink cartridges 

• Loading the roll paper 

• Running a nozzle check 

• Connecting the printer to your computer 

• Installing the printer software and configuring it for network use, if 
necessary 

• Aligning the print head from the printer software 

Installing the Ink Cartridges 

It's important that the first ink cartridges you install be the ones that came 
with the printer. The chips on these cartridges are programmed to cause the 
printer to initialize as the correct ink model: Archival Ink or Photographic 
Dye Ink. Ink cartridges that you later buy from EPSON do not have the 
same program on their chips. 

Before you begin, make sure that the printer is plugged into a grounded 
outlet. Then locate the ink cartridges that came with the printer. Follow 
these steps to install the cartridges: 

1. Press the (!) Power button on the control panel to turn the printer on. 
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2. Push the indentation on the ink compartment cover to release the lock 
and open the cover. INK COMPART. OPEN appears on the display on 
the printer's control panel. 




3. Push down on the top of the first cartridge clamp and pull it forward.

the green computer 4. Locate the package for the black ink cartridge and open it. Remove the 

chip on one side of the cartridge. If you're installing Archival Ink cartridges, shake the cartridge 

cartridge. This may gently, as shown, 

affect normal operation 
and printing. 
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6. Push the clamp back up into the locked position. 



If you can't insert the 
cartridge smoothly, 
you may have the 
wrong cartridge. 




Never turn off the printer, 
change the position of 
the paper set lever, or 
open the lower cover or 
ink compartment cover 
while the Pause light 
is flashing. 




7. Repeat steps 3 through 6 for the other ink cartridges. When you're 
done, close the ink compartment cover. 

The printer begins charging the advanced ink delivery system. The Pause 
light on the control panel flashes and the printer makes various sounds. 

Charging takes about 4 minutes. Do not turn off the printer or interrupt 
this important process or you'll use up more ink than necessary. When the 
Pause light stops flashing and Paper Out appears on the control panel 
display, you're ready to load the roll paper. 
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Loading the Roll Paper 

Loading roll paper involves three steps: attaching the roll to the paper 
spindle, inserting the spindle in the printer, and loading the paper for 
printing. Before you begin, remove the paper from its box and remove the 
plastic cap and protective covering. Then locate one of the paper spindles 
that was packed in your printer box.

Avoid touching the 
printable surface of 
the paper as much as 
possible.

Attaching the Roll to the Paper Spindle 

Follow these steps to attach the roll to the spindle: 

1. Slide the movable paper stop (flange) off the left end of the spindle.

2. Position the roll so the paper unwinds as shown:

3. Slide the roll onto the spindle so it fits securely against the fixed paper 
stop. 



4. Slide the movable paper stop back onto the spindle and insert it into the 
end of the roll. Make sure that it is firmly fixed into the left end of the 
paper roll. 
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You can have two rolls of 
paper in the printer at the 
same time, and print on 
either one. If you have 
two rolls, make sure to 
wind one of the roll paper 
belts that came with your 
printer around the end of 
the roll you're not using. 
See page 2-7 for more 
information. 



Inserting the Paper Spindle in the Printer 

Follow these steps to insert the spindle in the printer: 

1 . Open the roll paper cover. Position the spindle so that the white end 
(with the wide fixed paper stop) is on the right.

2. Insert the white end into the right mounting bracket inside the printer. 
You can use either the upper or lower bracket. 
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Loading the Roll Paper 

Follow these steps to load the roll paper for printing: 
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3. 



Feed the paper into the paper slot. 
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5. Turn the roll back to remove the slack. Then align the paper with the 
two rows of holes at the paper exit. 
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To avoid damaging the 
printer, never move the 
paper set lever while the 
Operate or Pause light 
is flashing. 



6. Push the paper set lever all the way in, then close the roll paper cover. 
PRESS PAUSE BUTTON appears briefly on the control panel display. 




7. Press the Pause button. The print head moves and the paper feeds into 
printing position automatically. READY appears on the control panel 
display. (Even if you don't press Pause, the paper and printer will move 
into printing position automatically after 10 seconds.) 

Running a Nozzle Check 

The nozzle check prints a pattern of dots that lets you see if any print head 
nozzles are clogged. You can also use the nozzle check at this point to make 
sure the printer is operating correctly before you connect it to your 
computer. 

There are two ways to run a nozzle check. 

• Using the printer's control panel buttons, as described below 

• Using the Nozzle Check utility from your printer software, as described 
on page 6-1 (not available if you're accessing the printer over a network) 

Follow these steps to print a nozzle check using the control panel buttons: 

1 . Make sure the printer is turned on but not printing, and paper is loaded. 
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2. Press the SelecType button on the control panel until you see TEST 
PRINT MENU on the display. 

3. Press the Item button. You see NOZZLE CHECK=PRINT on the 

display. 

4. Press the Enter button. The nozzle check prints as shown below. 

If all the lines on the check pattern are complete, with no gaps in the 
pattern, the print head doesn't need cleaning: 




If dots are missing from the pattern, as shown below, you need to run a 
cleaning cycle. See page 6-1 for instructions. 




If the nozzle check fails to print, make sure your ink cartridges are correctly 
installed. Then run a cleaning cycle, as described on page 6-1. If this doesn't 
work, turn off the printer and make sure that the interface cable is securely 
plugged in and that it meets the required specifications, as described on 
page 5 or 6. 

If the nozzle check still fails to print, check the control panel display for any 
error messages and contact your dealer, or contact EPSON as described on 
page 4.

Before you use the printer, you should align the print head to ensure 
accurate, clean printouts. You can run the Print Head Alignment utility at 
this point to check software installation and make sure your printer is set up 
correctly. 

You may have to run the Print Head Alignment utility several times before 
your printer is ready to use. Make sure that you've run a nozzle check, as 
described on page 1-9, before you begin.

2-6 | Handling Paper and Other Media 



Printing Tips for EPSON Media 

Follow these tips for using and storing printing materials: 

• Avoid touching the printable surface of the paper or other media with 
bare hands. Fingerprints may affect print quality. Handle media by the 
edges or use cotton gloves. 

• Always choose the correct Media Type setting in your printer software 
before you send your job. See page 3-7 (Macintosh) or page 4-4 
(Windows) for instructions. 

• Always select the correct paper source (roll or sheet) in both the printer 
software and on the printer's control panel. See page 3-2 (Macintosh) or 
page 4-6 (Windows) for instructions on selecting the paper source in 
your printer software. 

• Keep unused media in its original packaging and store it in a cool, dry 
place to avoid a decline in quality. Avoid storing media or printouts 
where they will be exposed to high temperature, humidity, or direct 
sunlight. 

Using Roll Paper 

The printer comes with two 2-inch spindles, so you can have two types or 
sizes of roll paper available for printing. You can use any roll paper with a 
2-inch core, up to 44 inches wide. With the optional high-tension 3-inch 
spindle, you can also use roll paper that has a 3-inch core (one roll at a time). 
Manually switching from one paper roll to another is a simple process. 

For instructions on attaching roll paper to a spindle and loading it in the 
printer, see page 1-4 through 1-9. This section covers the following: 

• Guidelines for using roll paper 

• Using the roll paper belts 

• Removing paper from the spindle 

• Cutting paper manually with the built-in cutter 

• Printing trim lines

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Guidelines for Using Roll Paper 

Follow these guidelines when you print on roll paper: 

• When both spindles have roll paper on them, wrap one of the roll paper 
belts around the roll you're not using. This keeps the paper out of the 
way. 

• To avoid feeding excess paper, make sure the Sheet light on the control 
panel is off. Press the Paper Source button until one of the Roll lights 
comes on. 

• Choose Roll Auto Cut if you want the paper to be cut automatically 
after each page is printed. 

• Choose Roll Cutter Off if you're printing on canvas, vinyl, or other 
heavy media. Media that is too thick may damage the cutter. Also 
choose this setting if you're using the optional auto take-up reel, or if 
you want to print a series of pages and keep them together for later 
cutting. 

• To protect it, always store unused roll paper in its original package — 
including the bag, end caps, and box. 

• Avoid touching the printable surface of the paper. Oils from your skin 
can affect print quality. 

Using the Roll Paper Belts 

To keep the paper wound when you're not printing, use one of the roll paper 
belts included with your printer. 
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and Other Media 





To avoid damaging the 
printer, never move the 
paper set lever while 
the Operate or Pause 
light is flashing. 

To avoid damaging the 
spindle, do not tap the 
end of the spindle 
on the floor. 



Removing Paper from the Spindle 

If you need to remove the paper roll from the spindle, follow these steps: 

1. Open the roll paper cover and lift out the roll and spindle. Lift out the 
left end of the spindle and roll first, and then the right end. 

If the paper is loaded for printing, pull the paper set lever out to the 
released position, then roll up the paper before you remove the spindle. 

2. Lay the roll down on a flat surface. 

3. Loosen the movable paper stop by tapping it with your hand. 

4. Slide the paper stop off the end of the spindle. 

5. Remove the roll from the spindle.

Cutting Paper Manually with the Built-in Cutter 

When you're not using the Auto Cut setting, you need to cut the paper 
manually after your print job is finished. If you're printing on canvas, vinyl, 
or other heavy media, you should use scissors or the optional utility cutter 
rather than the built-in cutter. Heavy media can damage the built-in cutter. 

Follow these steps to cut manually with the built-in cutter: 

1. If the paper is not positioned correctly, press one of the Paper Feed 
buttons to adjust the paper position. Normally, you don't need to do 
this after a print job is finished. 

2. Press the Paper Source button until the Roll Auto Cut light comes on. 

3. Press the Cut/Eject button. The paper is cut. 



Printing Trim Lines 

You can have trim lines printed on the right edge of your images or pages (if 
you're using Auto Cut) or on the right and bottom edge (if you're not using 
Auto Cut). Follow these steps: 

1. Press the SelecType button. PRINTER SETTING MENU appears on 
the display.

You can print on many types of cut sheet paper and other media. The 
printer accepts sheets ranging from letter-size (8.5 x 1 1 inches) to 44 x 62.2 
inches. You can leave your roll paper in the printer when you print on cut 
sheets; make sure it is rolled up and fastened with the roll paper belt(s), as 
described on page 2-7. 

If you're using stock more than 19 mil (0.5 mm) thick, see page 2-1 1 for 
instructions. You will not be able to follow the "autoload" procedure 
described in this section. 

Before you start, make sure the printer is on and roll paper is not loaded for 
printing. Then follow these steps: 

1 . Make sure the roll paper cover is closed. 

2. Press the Paper Source button until the Sheet light comes on. 

3. Make sure the paper set lever is pushed all the way in, in the secured 
position. 

4. Feed the sheet into the paper slot until it meets resistance. Make sure the 
right edge of the paper is straight and aligned with the scale on the roll 
paper cover. PRESS PAUSE BUTTON appears on the control panel 
display. 
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5. Press the Pause button. The print head moves and the sheet feeds into 
printing position automatically. READY appears on the control panel 
display. (Even if you don't press Pause, the paper and printer will move 
into printing position automatically after 10 seconds.) 

6. Print your page. After it is finished, the sheet stays in the printer. 

7. To remove your print, hold it while pressing the Paper Feed (-) button.

Printing on Posterboard 

You can print on heavy stock up to 28 x 40 inches (Bl), such as EPSON 
Posterboard Semigloss. Follow these instructions when you print on 
posterboard or other media more than 19 mil (0.5 mm) thick. 

1 . Set the paper hammock to catch your printouts in front of the printer. 
See page 2-14 for instructions. 

2. Make sure that no other paper is loaded in the printer. If you have 
inserted roll paper on a roll paper spindle (s), wind the roll paper belt(s) 
around the end of the spindle to keep the roll paper in place. 

3. Press the Paper Source button until the Sheet light comes on. 

4. Pull the paper set lever out, to the released position. Then open the 
lower cover. 
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7. Align the board with the vertical row of holes at the paper exit. 
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Push the paper set lever all the way in, then close the lower cover. 
PRESS PAUSE BUTTON appears on the control panel display.

1 1 . To remove the print, hold it and pull the paper set lever all the way out. 

Adjusting the Platen Gap for Heavy Stock 

When you print on heavy stock, you may need to adjust the platen gap 
setting. Normally, the AUTO setting allows the printer to adjust 
automatically. However, if print quality is not satisfactory when you use 
heavy stock, change this setting to WIDE. Follow these steps: 

1. Press the SelecType button. PRINTER SETTING MENU appears on 
the display. 

2. Press the Item button. PLATEN GAP=AUTO appears on the display. 

3. Press the + button. PLATEN GAP=WIDE appears on the display. 
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4. Press the Enter button to save the new setting. 

5. Press the SelecType button to exit the Printer Setting menu. 

The letter W appears on the right side of the control panel display to remind 
you of the wide setting. When you switch media, don't forget to change this 
setting back to AUTO.

Using the Paper Hammock 

The paper hammock (also called the paper basket) is a cloth sheet that 
attaches to your printer and catches your printouts as they come out. This 
keeps the printouts from getting dirty or wrinkled. You can set up the 
hammock either to catch the paper under the printer or let it feed straight 
out in front of the printer. 

Catching Printouts in Front of the Printer 

Follow these steps to set up the hammock in front of the printer: 



1 . Unhook the hammock rings from the upper hammock hooks. 
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3. 



Locate the rear side hammock rings. Bring the rings up in back of the 
rod and hook them on the upper hammock hooks. 
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Catching Printouts Under the Printer 

Follow these steps to set up the hammock under the printer: 

1 . Unhook the hammock rings from the upper hammock hooks. 



2. Extend the upper hammock guides all the way out. Then extend the 
lower hammock guides out to their full length. 
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Catching Printouts Shorter Than 40 Inches 

If you're printing on sheets shorter than 40 inches, you can set up your 
hammock so that it takes up less space. Follow these steps: 

1 . Slide the lower hammock guides all the way in, and extend the upper 
hammock guides out to their full length. 




2. Hook the hammock rings on the upper hammock hooks to take up any 
slack. 
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Setting Paper Configurations 

When you use non-EPSON paper or other media, you may need to register 
the paper's thickness, drying time and suction setting. 

When you're using a paper stock or other printing material for the first time, 
always test it on a small print job. If the ink smears or printing is blurred, 
you need to register the paper's drying time, and thickness (or suction 
setting). Registration is not necessary when you use EPSON media. You can 
register up to four types of paper or other media. Then you can select the 
registered values whenever you print on that particular stock. 

Drying time determines how long the printer will pause between pages or 
before cutting. 

Registering Paper Thickness, Drying Time, and Suction 

To register a new paper stock, load it into the printer and follow these steps: 

1. Press the SelecType button until PAPER CONFIG. MENU appears on 
the display. 

2. Press the Item button. PAPER NUMBER=STD* appears on the display. 

3. If you're registering your first roll or batch of paper, press the + button 
to select PAPER NUMBER=1. Then press the Enter button. 

For subsequent rolls, continue pressing the + button to select the 
number you want to register. 

4. Press the Item button. THICK. PAT=PRINT appears on the display. 
Press Enter to print the paper thickness test pattern. You may see 
PAPER THICK. NO.=1 on the display.

5. Examine the printed pattern to determine which set of lines is the 
straightest (shows the smallest gap), and note the corresponding 
number. 

In the sample pattern, the lines under number 4 are the straightest. 

6. Press the + or - button to select the number noted in step 5. Then press 
Enter. 

7. Press the Item button. DRYING TIME=0 MIN appears on the display. 
Press the + or - button to select the time in minutes, then press Enter. 
Start with one minute. If ink still smears, increase the drying time. 

This is how long the print head will pause between pages (or before 
cutting) to let the ink dry. 

8. Press the Item button. SUCTION=NORM* appears on the display. If 
you're registering very thin paper, press the + or - button to select the 
LOW setting. Then press Enter. 

9. Press the Pause or SelecType button to exit the Paper Configuration 
menu. 

Selecting Registered Paper Settings 

Once you have registered the drying time (and thickness) for a type of paper 
or other media, you can select it whenever you print on that paper. 

1. Press the SelecType button until PAPER CONFIG. MENU appears on 
the display. 

2. Press the Item button. You see PAPER NUMBER=1. 

3. Press the + or - button to select the registered number you want to use, 
or select the standard setting, STD. Then press the Enter button. 

4. Press the Pause or SelecType button to exit the Paper Configuration 
menu. 

When you change media, make sure you select the correct setting or 
change it back to STD.

Managing Print Jobs

Setting Up Background Printing

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4. To select a priority for your print job in the queue of jobs waiting to 
print, click one of the following:

Meter is displayed when you send a print job. 
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• EPSON Printer Port (Windows 95, 98, or Me only) lets you 
optimize the transfer rate of your printer port for EPSON printers 
instead of using the Windows default printer port. You may see one 
of these messages beneath the EPSON Printer Port option: 

High speed (DMA) transfer enabled tells you that you're already 
using fast DMA transfer mode. 

For higher data transfer rates, use DMA transfer lets you know 
that you can speed up printing by enabling DMA transfers on your 
system. See your electronic Reference Guide for instructions on using 
DMA transfers, if your computer supports them. For more 
information, see your computer documentation or contact your 
computer manufacturer's technical support.

The EPSON Stylus Pro 10000 printer includes a number of monitoring 
utilities. The control panel displays status messages and error messages, and 
the lights alert you when a problem occurs or your ink runs out. 

In addition, the control panel includes a series of SelecType™ menus that 
you can use to configure the printer's default settings and perform 
maintenance operations. This chapter tells you how to respond to the lights 
and messages and how to configure the printer using the control panel. The 
following information is included:

• Checking printer status 

• Responding to control panel lights and messages 

• Using the control panel to configure the printer 

Using the Control Panel to Monitor the Printer 

The printer's control panel includes buttons, lights, and a liquid crystal 
display (LCD):

Pausing and Resetting the Printer 

If you need to stop the printer during a print job, press the Pause button. 
Press the Pause button again to resume printing. 

If you decide to cancel a job after the printer has started processing it, you 
can reset the printer. Press the Pause button and hold it down for 3 seconds. 
This clears all data in the printer's memory.

Checking Printer Status 

You can use the control panel to print a status check or nozzle check. These 
prints allow you to test the printer without sending a print job. You can also 
check the amount of ink remaining, total number of prints, and the status of 
your cutter blade and other printer parts. 

Printing a Status Check 

The status check shows the current default settings, amount of ink 
remaining in each cartridge, page count, and the status of various printer 
parts. To display this information on the control panel instead of printing it 
out, see page 5-4. 

Follow these steps to print the status check: 

1. Load a sheet of paper in the printer, following the instructions on 
page 2-10. (You can print the status check on roll paper, but you will use 
more paper.) 

2. Press the SelecType button on the control panel until you see TEST 
PRINT MENU on the display.

Setting Default Roll Paper Margins

Turning Off Paper Monitoring Features 

The printer normally stops and displays an error message if you try to print 
an image wider than the paper, or if paper is fed at an angle. You can turn off 
the paper size check and/or paper alignment check if you don't want to use 
these monitoring features. However, ink may be sprayed on the platen if you 
print an image that is too wide for the paper. Follow these steps to turn off 
paper monitoring: 

1. Press the SelecType button. PRINTER SETTING MENU appears on 
the display. 

2. Press the Item button repeatedly until PAPER SIZE CHK=ON or 
PAPER ALIGN CHK=ON appears on the display. 

3. Press the + button. PAPER SIZE CHK=OFF or PAPER ALIGN 
CHK=OFF appears on the display. 

4. Press the Enter button to save your new setting. 

5. Press the SelecType button to exit the Printer Setting menu. 

Selecting the Printer's Interface 

The printer includes three interfaces: parallel, USB, and FireWire. You can 
also install an optional interface card for networking. By default, the printer 
automatically switches to whichever interface is receiving data. 

You can use the control panel to select an individual interface for sending 
data to the printer. Follow these steps: 

1. Press the SelecType button. PRINTER SETTING MENU appears on 
the display. 
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2. Press the Item button repeatedly until INTERFACE=AUTO* appears on 
the display. This is the default setting. 

• Press the + button once to select the parallel interface. 
INTERFACE=PARALLEL appears on the display. 

• Press the + button again to select the USB interface. 
INTERFACE=USB appears on the display. 

• Press the + button again to select the FireWire interface. 
INTERFACE=OPTION1 appears on the display. 

• Press the + button again if you have installed the optional Ethernet 
Type B interface card for network connectivity. 
INTERFACE=OPTION2 appears on the display. 

You can use the + or - button to cycle through all four settings. 

3. When you have selected the setting you want, press the Enter button to 
save it. Then press the SelecType button to exit the Printer Setting 
menu. 

Configuring the Parallel Interface 

You can use the control panel to change the parallel interface to ECP mode 
for faster printing. To use this mode, you must connect a computer directly 
to the printer's parallel interface (without a RIP), and the computer must 
support ECP mode. See your computer's documentation for details. 

Follow these steps to configure the parallel interface: 

1. Press and hold the Pause button while you press the Power button to 
turn on the printer. HEX DUMP = PRINT appears on the display. 

2. Press the Item button repeatedly until PARA. l/F=COMPAT* appears 
on the display. The asterisk (*) indicates that compatible mode (the 
default) is selected. 

3. Press the + button. PARA. I/F=ECP appears on the display. This sets the 
parallel interface to ECP mode.

The EPSON Stylus Pro 10000 printer requires very little maintenance to 
keep working at its best. This chapter describes the following routine 
procedures: 

Running a cleaning cycle 

Aligning the print head 

Replacing ink cartridges 

Replacing the paper cutter blade 

Cleaning the printer 

Transporting or storing the printer 

Replacing the waste ink system 




Running a Cleaning Cycle 

If your printed image is unexpectedly light or faint or dots are missing from 
the image, you may need to run a cleaning cycle. This unclogs the print head 
nozzles so they can deliver ink properly. 

The cleaning cycle uses ink, so you should run it only if print quality 
declines. To determine whether a cleaning cycle is necessary, print a nozzle 
You can also use the check first. You should also print a nozzle check after cleaning the print head 

printer s control panel to t0 see jf |-h e cleaning cycle was successful, 
print a nozzle check. See 

page 1-9 for details. There are two ways to run a cleaning cycle: 

• Using the Head Cleaning utility in your printer software, as described 
below (not available if you are accessing the printer over a network) 

• Using the printer's control panel buttons, as described on page 6-4 



Using the Head Cleaning Utility 

Follow these steps to run the Head Cleaning utility: 

1 . Make sure the printer is turned on but not printing and that all of the 
6 Ink Out lights on the printer's control panel are off. 

If an 6 Ink Out light is flashing or on, you need to replace the 
corresponding ink cartridge instead.

4. Click the Nozzle Check button and follow the instructions on the 
screen to print a nozzle check pattern. 

5. When the pattern prints, check it for problems (see page 6-3 for details). 
If dots are missing from the pattern, continue with step 6. 

If no dots are missing, your print quality problems are not caused by 
clogged print nozzles and you do not need to run a cleaning cycle. Click 
OK to close the Utility menu, then check the solutions under 
"Improving Print Quality" on page 7-2. 
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To avoid damaging the 
printer, don't turn it off 
until the cleaning cycle is 
finished and the Pause 
light has stopped 
flashing. 



6. Click the Head Cleaning button and follow the instructions on the 
screen to clean the print head. Cleaning takes about 60 seconds, during 
which the printer makes some noise and the Pause light flashes.

Macintosh: Click Confirmation, then click Next. 
Windows: Click Print nozzle check pattern, then click Print. 
The nozzle check pattern prints (see the next section for details). 

8. If the nozzle check pattern has no gaps in its dots, click Finish. 

If the pattern is missing dots, click Clean to clean the print head again. 
If you don't see any improvement after cleaning three or four times, 
check the solutions in "Improving Print Quality" on page 7-2. 

If the lines on the pattern still appear broken after several cleaning 
cycles, turn the printer off and leave it overnight, then clean the print 
head again the following morning. If you still see no improvement, 
contact EPSON for assistance. 



Examining the Nozzle Check Pattern 

Examine the nozzle check pattern you print. Each staggered horizontal 
and straight vertical line should be complete, with no gaps in the dot 
pattern. 




If dots are missing from the pattern, as shown below, clean the print 
head again.

To avoid damaging the 
printer, don't turn it off 
until the cleaning cycle is 
finished and the Pause 
light has stopped flashing.

Cleaning the Print Head Using the Control Panel 

Follow these steps to run the cleaning cycle from the printer's control panel: 

1. Print a nozzle check to make sure the print head needs cleaning. See 
page 1-9 for instructions. 

2. Make sure that all of the 6 Ink Out lights on the printer's control panel 
are off. 

If an 6 Ink Out light is flashing or on, you need to replace the 
corresponding ink cartridge instead. See page 6-7 for instructions. 

3. Press the Cleaning button and hold it for at least 3 seconds. The Pause 
light flashes as the printer cleans its print head. The cleaning cycle takes 
about 60 seconds and does not use any paper. 

4. When the Pause light goes off, print the nozzle check again to confirm 
that the head is clean. 

You may need to run the cleaning cycle several times to get a clean 
nozzle check pattern. For effective cleaning, always run a nozzle check 
between cycles. 

If the lines on the pattern still appear broken after several cleaning 
cycles, turn the printer off and leave it overnight, then clean the print 
head again the following morning. If you still see no improvement, 
contact EPSON for assistance. 




It's a good idea always to 
run a nozzle check before 
you align the print head. 
This ensures that the 
print head alignment 
patterns print correctly. 



Aligning the Print Head 

If banding appears on your prints, or vertical lines are not straight, you need 
to align the print head. There are two ways to align the print head: 

• Using the printer's control panel buttons, as described in the next 
section 

• Using the Print Head Alignment utility in the printer software, as 
described on page 1-25 

Both procedures align the print head for all modes and resolutions. 
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Aligning the Print Head from the Control Panel 



If bar #8 (the current 
alignment setting) shows 
the smallest gaps for 
both rows, the print head 
is aligned. Press Pause to 
exit head alignment 
mode. 



You can use EPSON roll paper to print the alignment patterns. Two rows 
consisting of sets of 15 bars are printed across the width of the paper. It takes 
about 10 minutes to print both rows. 

Follow these steps to align the print head using the control panel: 

1 . Load roll paper that is at least 24 inches wide in the printer. 

2. Press the SelecType button until HEAD ALIGNMENT MENU is 

displayed. 

3. Press the Item button. PAPER THICK=STD appears on the display. 

If you're using EPSON paper, leave this setting on STD. 

If you're using other media, enter the thickness value of the paper in 
0.1 -mm increments by pressing the + or - button. 

4. Press the Enter button to save the setting. ADJUST. PATT.= ALL 

appears on the display. 

5. Press the Enter button to print both rows of alignment patterns. 

If you want to print a single row of alignment patterns, press the + or - 
button until the row number appears. Then press the Enter button. 

6. Examine the first row. You see a series of patterns similar to the pattern 
below across the width of the paper. Determine which bar in the first 
pattern has the smallest gaps. In the example below, #8 has the smallest 
gaps.

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7. Look at the other patterns in the first row to see if the same number 
consistently has the smallest gaps. If not, choose the number that 
generally has the smallest gaps. 

8. Check the control panel display. Use the + or - button to select the best 
aligned bar for row #1. Then press the Enter button to register the 
setting. 

9. Repeat steps 6 through 8 for the second row of patterns. 

1 0. If you chose a bar that generally, but not consistently, had the smallest 
gaps, print the row again. Then repeat steps 6 through 8 for that row. 
Repeat this step until you can choose a bar that consistently has the 
smallest gaps in every pattern in the row. 

1 1 . The print head is aligned when your printout shows that bar #8 (the 
current alignment setting) shows the smallest gaps for both rows. Press 
the Pause button to exit head alignment mode and return to normal 
printer operation.

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You must use the 
EPSON ink cartridges 
designed for your printer.

Replacing Ink Cartridges 

When one of the Ink Out lights is flashing (and INK LOW is displayed on 
the control panel), the corresponding cartridge is almost out of ink. Make 
sure you have a replacement cartridge. When the light stays on and INK 
OUT is displayed, the cartridge is empty. You must replace the cartridge 
before you can continue printing. Use only the following EPSON ink 
cartridges:

To order EPSON ink cartridges, contact your dealer or call EPSON at (800)

Before you start, make sure the printer is on. Then follow these steps to 
replace an ink cartridge: 

1. Note the color of the Ink Out light that is on or flashing. This is the 
cartridge that you need to replace. 

Locate the slot containing the empty ink cartridge (corresponding to the 
INK OUT light). Press down on the top of the clamp and pull it forward. 
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4. Carefully pull the empty cartridge straight out of the printer.

Push the cartridge clamp back up. Make sure the corresponding Ink Out 
light goes off. Then close the ink compartment cover. 
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Replacing the Paper Cutter Blade 

If you notice that your paper isn't cut cleanly, the cutter blade may need to 
be replaced. If you use the blade to cut heavy stock or non-EPSON media, 
you may need to replace it more often. You can also check the status of your 
cutter by printing the status check sheet or using the Printer Status menu on 
the control panel. See page 5-3 or 5-4 for instructions. 

You can obtain a new cutter blade (part number C8 15131) from 
EPSON at (800) 873-7766, or visit the EPSON Pro Graphics web site at 
http://prographics.epson.com. 

To replace the cutter blade, you first need to remove the used blade, as 
described in the following section. 




Be careful not to cut 
yourself while replacing 
the paper cutter blade. 




To avoid damaging 
your printer, never 
move the paper cutter 
holder by hand. 



Removing the Used Cutter Blade 

Make sure the printer is on, then follow these steps to remove the blade: 

1. Press the SelecType button repeatedly until CUTTER REPLACE 
MENU appears on the display. 




2. Press the Item button. CUT. REPLACE=EXEC. appears on the display. 

3. Press the Enter button. The paper cutter holder moves to the 
replacement position. 
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4. When the holder stops moving and OPEN LOWER COVER appears on 
the display, open the lower cover. 




5. When REPLACE CUTTER appears on the display, you can open the 
casing. Push the side pin toward the back while pushing the front half of 
the paper cutter cover up. 




Be careful not to let the 
cutter or the spring coil 
pop out of the casing. 
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7. Carefully remove the cutter blade from the printer. 




Installing the New Cutter Blade 

After you have removed the used cutter blade, you're ready to install the new 
one. Follow these steps: 

1 . Remove the new blade from its package. 

2. Make sure the spring coil is inside the cutter holder. If necessary, 
reinstall the coil. 

3. Fully insert the new blade into the paper cutter holder in the direction 
shown below. 
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4. Push the side pin toward the back while pushing the front half of the 
paper cutter cover down to close the casing. Then release the side pin. 
CLOSE LOWER COVER appears on the display. 




Be careful not to touch 
the gears inside the 
printer. 

To avoid damaging the 
components as well as 
the case, never use 
alcohol or thinners to 
clean the printer. 

Be careful not to get 
water on the printer 
mechanism or electronic 
components. 

Don't use a hard or 
abrasive brush. 

Don't spray the inside 
of the printer with 
lubricants; unsuitable 
oils can damage the 
mechanism. Contact your 
dealer or a qualified 
servicer if your printer 
needs lubrication. 




5. Close the lower cover. The cutter holder moves to the home (far right) 
position and READY appears on the display. 

Cleaning the Printer 

To keep your printer working at its best, you should clean it thoroughly 
several times a year. 

1 . Make sure the printer is turned off and all the lights on the control panel 
are off. Then unplug the power cord and disconnect the printer from 
the computer. 

2. Open the roll paper cover and remove the roll paper spindles. Remove 
any sheet media from the printer. Then use a soft brush to carefully 
clean away any dust or dirt. 

3. Close the roll paper cover. 

4. Open the lower cover and use a soft brush to carefully clean away any 
dust or dirt inside the lower cover. Then close the cover. 

5. Remove the paper hammock. Then clean away any dust or dirt around 
the leg assembly using a soft brush. 
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6. If the outer case is dirty, clean it with a soft, clean cloth dampened with 
mild detergent. Keep the ink cartridge compartment closed to prevent 
water from getting inside. 

7. If the area under the roll paper cover accidentally gets soiled with ink, 
wipe it off with a damp cloth. 

8. To wash the paper hammock, remove the shafts, then machine wash 
with mild detergent and air dry. 

Transporting or Storing the Printer 

Follow these guidelines for transporting or storing the printer: 

• Contact EPSON if you need to store your printer for an extended 
period (two years for the Photographic Dye Ink model, or six months 
for the Archival Ink model). See page 4 for contact information. A 
service technician must drain all ink from the printer before it is stored. 

• To ship your printer, you should repack the printer using the original 
box and packing materials, and you may need to drain the ink from the 
printer. Follow the instructions below to prepare the printer for 
shipment. 

• If you are moving the printer a short distance (for example, in the same 
building), you can move the printer on its stand. Follow the instructions 
on page 6-17. 

Preparing the Printer for Shipment 

Follow the steps below to prepare the printer for shipment: 

1 . First turn off the printer and make sure the print head is in the home 
(far right) position. If not, turn the printer back on, wait until the print 
head moves to the home position, then turn off the printer. 
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2. Remove the following parts: 
• Ink cartridges 



Power cord 



Be sure that the printer 
is off before you remove 
the ink cartridges. 



Interface cable 



Paper hammock 
Roll paper spindles 



Otherwise the ink valves 
may not close properly. 



• All paper or other media 

• Optional auto take-up reel (if installed) 

• Optional manual cutter (if installed) 

After you remove the ink cartridges, store them in separate, resealable 
plastic bags. 

3. Make sure the ink cartridge clamps and cover are closed. 

4. Make sure the casters on the leg assembly are locked, and that the two 
stabilizer knobs are touching the floor. 



5. Remove the two wing nuts underneath the printer. Keep them in a safe 
place.

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The printer unit weighs 
approximately 291 lb 
(132 kg). Always have four 
people lift it, using the hand 
grip areas as shown. 



6. Have four people lift the printer unit off of the leg assembly, using the 
hand grips located at the four corners of the printer. Lift the back of the 
printer first, tilt it slightly to the front, then slide it back to remove it. 





7. Keep the printer level while you move it. 



Setting Up the Printer After Transporting It 

Setting up the printer after transporting it is almost identical to setting it up 
for the first time. Whenever you set up the printer, see the Unpacking and 
Assembly Guide, and note the following points: 

• Don't forget to remove any protective material (such as tape from the 
ink cartridge clamps). 

• The first time you start printing after moving the printer, the print head 
nozzles may be clogged. You may need to run a cleaning cycle (see 
page 6-1) and realign the print head (see page 6-4) to ensure good print 
quality. 




Do not roll the printer 
on angled or uneven 
surfaces. 



Moving the Printer on the Stand 

When you need to move the printer a short distance, such as within the same 
building or facility, you can roll the printer on its casters. Follow these steps: 

1 . Make sure that the power cord, interface cable, roll paper spindles and 
sheet media are removed, and the roll paper cover and lower cover are 
closed. 
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2. Fully insert the upper and lower hammock guides, then roll up the paper 
hammock. 




3. Release the front casters and retract the stabilizer knobs. 




4. Carefully roll the printer to its new location. Relock the casters and 
extend the stabilizer knobs after moving. 

The first time you start printing after moving the printer, the print head 
nozzles may be clogged. You may need to run a cleaning cycle (see page 6-1) 
and realign the print head (see page 6-4) to ensure print quality. 
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Replacing the Waste Ink System 

Approximately every two years of normal usage (25% duty cycle) or after 
12,000 Bl-size prints, you should have your authorized EPSON servicer 
replace the waste ink system. This is necessary to prevent damage to the print 
head and maintain print quality. Parts and labor for this service are not 
covered under the terms of the limited warranty. 

You can monitor the status of the waste ink system through the control 
panel (see page 5-4) or through the Ink Pad number displayed on the nozzle 
check print (see page 5-3). 

The printer will display the following message on the control panel when the 
waste ink system is almost full: 

MAINTENANCE REQ. 0100 

You should call to schedule service at this point. When the waste ink system 
is at full capacity, the printer will stop and display the following message: 



SERVICE REQ. 00000100 
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Chapter 7: 
Resolving 
Problems 



As you use your printer, you may occasionally experience a problem. The 
first thing you should do is diagnose the problem following the guidelines in 
this chapter. Then try the most likely solutions until the problem is fixed. 

This chapter provides instructions for the following: 

• Diagnosing problems 

• Improving print quality 

• Solving operational problems 

• Solving miscellaneous printing problems 

• Solving paper problems, including clearing paper jams 

• Uninstalling and reinstalling printer software 



Diagnosing Problems 

The EPSON Stylus Pro 10000 printer includes a number of ways to help 
you diagnose problems: 

• To identify the most common problems, check the messages and lights 
on the printer's control panel. See page 5-5 through 5-7 for more 
information. 

• If you're using the EPSON printer driver and Monitor3 (Macintosh) or 
Status Monitor (Windows) utility, check your software for error 
messages. See Chapter 3 or 4 for more information. 

• To determine whether the problem is caused by the printer itself, 
disconnect the printer from your computer and run a nozzle check from 
the control panel. See page 1-9 for instructions. 

• You can use the printer's hex dump mode to pinpoint communication 
problems. Then you can fax the printout to a technical support 
representative or interpret it yourself. See the following section for 
instructions. 

• If none of the suggested solutions in this chapter solve your problem, 
contact EPSON as described under "Where To Get Help" on page 4. 
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Using Hex Dump Mode 

You can use the printer's hex dump mode to identify problems if you know 
how to interpret hex code, or you can fax the hex printout to a technical 
support representative. 

Make sure the printer has paper loaded and is turned off. Then follow these 
steps: 

1. Press and hold the Pause button while you press the Power button to 
turn on the printer. HEX DUMP=PRINT appears on the display. 

2. Press the Enter button. 

3. Send your problem file to the printer. 

The data in the print buffer is printed with 16-byte hex data in the left 
column and corresponding ASCII characters in the right column. If the 
last data is less than 16 bytes, you need to press the Pause button to 
print it. 

4. After you're finished using hex dump mode, press the Power button to 
turn the printer off and exit maintenance mode. 

Improving Print Quality 

You can often improve print quality by doing the following: 

• Run a nozzle check and cleaning cycle. See page 6-1 for instructions. 

• Align the print head. See page 6-4 for instructions. 

• When you send a print job, make sure your print options are set 
correctly. For more information, see Chapter 3 (Macintosh) or 4 
(Windows). 

If none of these suggestions help, try the solutions on the following page.

Check the expiration date printed on each of the ink cartridges. If the cartridge is 
too old, replace it as described on page 6-7. 

Make sure the Media Type setting in the printer software is correct for the media 
you're printing on. 

Run a nozzle check and cleaning cycle (see page 6-1 ). 

Check the Ink Out lights and replace ink cartridges if your ink supply is low, as 
described on page 6-7. 

The paper configuration setting is too thick (for non-EPSON media). Use the control 
panel to select thinner paper. See page 2-1 8 for instructions. 

The platen gap setting is too wide. Use the control panel to change the setting from 
WIDE to AUTO. See page 2-13 for instructions. 
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Print quality problems (continued)

Your print appears • Make sure the Media Type setting in the printer software is correct for the media 
blurry or smeared. you're printing on. 

• You're using the wrong paper configuration setting (for non-EPSON media). Use 
the control panel to register and select your paper thickness and dry time. See 
page 2-18 for instructions. 

• Your paper doesn't meet the required specifications or contains too much 
moisture. Load new paper. 

• If you're using roll paper, make sure it's correctly attached to the spindle. See 
page 2-8 for instructions.

• Ink has leaked into the paper path. Wipe the paper path area of the printer with a 
soft, clean cloth. See page 6-14 for cleaning instructions. 

• Deselect the High Speed setting in your printer software's Advanced dialog box. 

• The paper configuration setting for your non-EPSON media is too thin. Use the 
control panel to select thicker paper. See page 2-18 for instructions. 

• The platen gap setting is too narrow. Use the control panel to change the setting 
from AUTO to WIDE. See page 2-13 for instructions. 

• Run a nozzle check and cleaning cycle (see page 6-1 ). 
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Solving Operational Problems 



To avoid damaging the 
printer, never plug it into 
an outlet with the wrong 
voltage. 



Operational problems 



If you can't turn the printer on, if it stops printing unexpectedly, or if 
nothing prints, check the following: 

• The printer is turned on and the Operate light is on. 

• Paper is loaded in the printer 

• The printer is plugged securely into a working electrical outlet that's not 
controlled by a switch or timer. 

• The interface cable is securely connected to the printer and your 
computer. 

• The voltage supplied by the electrical outlet matches the voltage on the 
printer's rating label. If not, turn off the power and unplug the power 
cord immediately. Contact EPSON for assistance. (See page 5 for 
details.) 

If none of these suggestions help, try the solutions below: 



Problem 



Solution 



The printer stops • If the Pause light is flashing, the printer is performing a maintenance procedure or 
printing waiting for ink to dry. Check the display message and lights on the control panel, 

unexpectedly. Wait until the Pause light stops flashing. 

• Check the display message and lights on the control panel to see if an error has 
occurred. Follow the instructions for the messages beginning on page 5-5. 

The printer sounds • Follow the instructions beginning on page 6-1 to clean the print head,

Solving Paper Problems 

If paper feed or paper jam problems occur frequently, try one or more of the 
following solutions: 

• When you're loading roll paper, make sure you line up the edge with the 
vertical row of holes at the printer's paper exit. Always turn the roll back 
to remove the slack. See page 1 -4 for more information. 

• If you're not using a roll of paper that's installed in the printer, secure it 
with the roll paper belt. See page 2-7 for more information. 

• For cut sheet paper, let the printer automatically load your paper so that 
it feeds correctly. Follow the instructions on page 2-10. 

• For posterboard, follow the instructions on page 2-11 to load the media 
correctly. 

• Make sure the paper is not folded, wrinkled, or damp. 
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• Make sure the printer's environment falls within the required 
temperature and humidity range. 

• Make sure the paper is not too thick or too thin. See pages 2-1 and A-4 
for paper specifications. 

• Make sure no foreign objects are inside the printer. 

• Make sure the printer isn't located in a brightly lit area. The paper 
sensor may not be able to operate correctly. 

• Make sure the Media Type and Paper Source settings in the printer 
software are correct. 

• Make sure the platen gap setting is correct for the paper or media you're 
printing on. See page 2-13 for more information. 

• If you're not using EPSON media, make sure you register and select 
your paper's thickness. See page 2-18 for more information. 

Solving Roll Paper Feed Problems 



If your roll paper is curled too tightly and doesn't feed out of the printer, you 
can use the three paper guides. Extend the guides as shown below: 
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If you have the paper hammock set up below the printer, extend the 
paper guides so that they rest on the back of the hammock. 
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Clearing Paper Jams 

When paper gets jammed in the printer, printing stops and you see a PAPER 
JAM message on the control panel display. Follow these steps to clear paper 
jams: 

1 . If roll paper is jammed, open the roll paper cover and cut it by hand 
slightly above the paper insertion slot.
